'There never was any nation or 
period of time when, as now in the 
ited States, the gospel was so 
e. We are not obliged to ask 
rmiscton of the Government or 
f minister of State as to what we 
y do. We have the fullest lib- 
erty of conscience and the Govern- 
ment's arm is over us only for pro- 
tection, and not in any way to in- 
terfere with our God-given rights. 
The Americans are fundamentally

OLDEST M. E. CHURCH IN THE WORLD 

St (leorge's Celebrates Its One 
Mundred-and-Twcnty-Sev- 
cnth Anniversary. 

Philadelphia, Pann., Nov. aj. 
The 127th anaivcrsary of St. 
George's Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Fourth Street, below 
Vine, was celebrated yesterday by 
an early session of the Sunday 
school in the morning and appro- 
priate sermons by the pastor in 
the morning and in the evening. 
The interior and exterior of the 
church were decorated with bunt 
tational emblems. The 
decorated with long 
ol bunting, which were 
festooned from the ceiling lo the 
balconies, forming a canopy, in 
'hich was suspended a picture of 
hshop Alfred Coke, the first 
American bishop, who first 
preached in the church in 1769.

The device is a new one, and is 
covered by three patents in this 
country, the first of which is dated 
Sept. 16 last. The whole thing is 
called a cycloidal railwa\,and its 
construction is not at all compli- 
cated. It combines the revolving 
cars ol the Ferris wheel with the 
lley 
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never belore been attempted, suc- 
cessfully or otherwise. 

Wheels of large diameter are 
placed upon a track and propelled 
by electricity. From the rims ol 
the wheels a number of cars are 
suspended, and in these passen- 
gers can enjoy an exceedingly 
novel and sensational ride without 
any risk whatever. A motorman 
will be stationed in the centre of 
the wheel, and he can stop, start, 
or reverse the wheel or cars at will 
immediately. Electric lights cover 
the sides of the wheel and make it 
a pretty sight at night.

The total liens 
upon lands used for tillage and the

debtedncss upon the real estate of 
the nation. Moreover, the heav 
iest farm mortgage burden is not 
in the West and South, whert there 
>st complaint, but in the East 
Northeast, where there is 
comparatively little talk al out 
agricultural distress. Singularly 
igh, too, the average rate ol in- 
terest on farmloans is not higher 
persistently proclaimed, but 
lower, than the rate upon other 
al estate loans. 

When the Western farmers are 
asked to believe that their mort- 
gaged property is decreasing in 
value, while their debts remain the 
it is easy for them to ascer- 
tain that such is not the case. The 
statistics prove that there has 
been a steady maintenance of land 
values in nearly all sections, and 
>me a decided enhancement. 

Secretary Morton, "the increase 
of farming-land values, as reported 
by the occupants of the farms 
themselves, was more than enough 
offset the entire interest charge 
for the decade in most of the great 
agricultural States of the West and 
South. In Kansas and Nebraska 
the increase of land values 111 that 
period of time exceeded the entire 
farm incumbrance, principal and 
interested in the States of Wash- 
ington and California it was nearly 

principal and interest." Of course 
these facts do not touch the ques- 
of the decline in the prices of 
farm products, and do not signify 
that agriculture is as profitable as 
used to be; but they do show 
that the case of the farmers is mis- 
represented when it is said to be 
one of practical impoverish men*. 
They are in debt to some extent, 
like other folks, but not more than 
other folks; and the low prices 
that they grumble about are to be 
seen in all other lines ol produc- 
tion. In short, they are the vic- 
tims of general influences of de- 
iion, in common with other 
classes; and the times will get bet- 
ter for them just as fast as the 
prosperity of the country at large 
restored — not by processes of 
special legislation for their benefit, 
but by the operation of natural 
laws that apply to all kinds of bus- 
1 and all forms of industry.— 
Globe Democrat.
